JIM  JORDAN,  an  astro- psychologist  for  N.  A.  S.  A.  ,  along  with  DELOSS  BRUBAKER,  an  astro-biologist,  were 
returning  from  the  third  round-trip  ever  to  be  made  to  Venus,  in  a  Venus  Probe-3  space  ship.  Called  the  "Spirit 
of  '66,  "  it  was  piloted  by  myself,  Commander  ALAN  GEIGER  of  the  Space  Force.
